Jowa basketball posted seven straight winning seasons between 2000-07, including 
25 victories in 2006, second most in school history. Along with winning the 2006 Big 
Ten Conference Tournament, lowa placed second during the regular season, just one 
game from frst place. 


The Hawkeyes won all 17 home games in 2006, posting the first-ever perfect record in 
Carver-Hawkeye Arena. lowa has posted a 63-23 record in Carver-Hawkeye Arena over 
the past five seasons 


lowa has averaged over 17 victories per season the past six years, advancing to the 
NCAA Tournament in both 2005 and 2006. 


lowa has appeared in the NCAA Tournament 19 times over the past 32 years. The 
Hawkeyes have made three appearances in the NCAA Final Four and have advanced to 
the Sweet 16 three times since 1987. 


The six winningest seasons in lowa basketball history, 30 wins in 1987, 25 wins in 
2006, 24 wins in 1988 and 23 wins in 1989, 1993, 1996 and 2001, ate an indication 
of the past successes of lowa basketball. With 20 or more wins in eight of the past 15 
seasons, Hawkeye fans are confident of bigger and better things to come. 


Leading the Hawkeye program is Coach Fran McCaffery, who guided his three former 
‘teams to championships and five NCAA Tournaments, He was tabbed the 2009 MAAC 
Coach of the year and 2010 NABC District | Coach of the Year. in14 seasons as a college 
head coach, Fran McCaffery’s teams have averaged 18 Wins per year, While at Siena, 
the Saints averaged over 22 victories during his five-year wollte 


IOWA BASKETBALL: GREAT SUCCESS AND GREAT TRADITION 


During the 2001-02 season, the University of lowa celebrated 100 Years of Basketball. 
lowe's basketball history includes 73 winning seasons, including 23 years in which the 
Hawkeyes have won 20 or more games. 


ESPN released its 2009 college basketball encyclopedia and insideit induded its ESPN/ 
Sagarin all-time rankings, The University of lowa’s success on the court gamered the 
program a ranking on No. 10n the country! 


Jowa basketball teams have advanced to the NCAA Tournament 22 times, advancing 
to the NCAA Final Four in 1955, 1956 and 1980. In fact, lowais one of just 40 Division | 
programs to advance to the NCAA Tournament on more than 20 occasions. In addition, 
lowe has made five appearances in the NIT postseason tournament. 


The start of the lowa basketball program can be traced back to January 18, 1896, On that 
date, lowa City was the ste ofthe first college basketball game played with five players 
onasside. The historic event took piace in Close Hall on the University of lowa campus. In 
that first game, the Univesity of Chicago defeated low 15-12, with neither team using 
any substitutes, 


From that first game in 1896, the lowa basketball program has been recognized as one 

of the hest in thenation. Street & Smith’ magazine recently selected its “100 Greatest 
College Basketball Programs of All Time”. in itsspecial publication, the magazine 

secognized the lowa program as No. 40 among over 300 Division | programs. ey bs

Sally Mason became the 20th President of The University ofowa on August 1, 2007. She holds a full professorship with tenure inthe Department of 
Biclogy in the Collegeof Liberal Arts and Sciences. 


Inher frsttwo years atthe UL, President Mason has begun 2 sustainable university initiative, which makes sustainability a central prio ofall aspects 
of the University enterprise —ts operations iis acaderic mission, and its greater responsibilities to society. An unexpected priority fo President Mason 
was the historic oding of the Ul campus and the greater community in 208, and her leadership helped bring the campus community together to 
preserve as much ofthe University’s resources as possible and rebuild essential fecltes in time to open the carpus for afull complement of fll semester 
courses. Currently, she i overseeing campus rebuilding, especially the renewal ofan arts campus for the 21st century. 


The daughter ofan immigrant family and the first child to attend cllege, resident Mason received her B.A. in zoology ftom The University of Kentucky 
in 1972, her MS. from Purdue University in 1974, and her Ph.D. in celuar, molecular, and developmental biology from The University of rizona in 

1978, She subsequently spent two years at Indiana Univesity in Blocmington doing postdoctoral research before joining The University of Kansas in 
1981. Astrong advocate of undergraduate education, she received awards for outstanding undergraduate advising and teaching, and she was awarded 
a prestigious Kemper Teaching Fellowship. During her 21 yeas at Kansas, President Mason served as a full professor in the Department of Molecular 
Biasciences, Acting Chair ofthe Department o Physiology and Cel Biology, and Associate Dean in the Collegeof Liberal Arts and Sciences. In 1995, she 
‘was appointed Dean ofthe College of Liberal Arts and Sciences, the largest academic unt on the University of Kansas campus. President Mason served as 
Provost of Purdue University from 2001-2007, where she was responsible for planning, managing, and reviewing all academic programs at Purdue's West 
Lafayerte camous and four afilated branch campuses troughout indiana. 


President Mason isthe author of many scientific papers and has obtained a number of research grants from the National Science Foundation, the National 
Institutes of Health, the Wesley Research Foundation, and the Lily Endowment. Her research interests have focused on the developmental biology, 
genetics, and biochemistry of pigment cells and pigments in the skin of vertebrates, She has served as President of both the PanAmerican Society for 
Pigment Cell Research and the Council of Colleges of Arts and Sciences, and she has served as Chair of the Advisory Committee to the National Science 
Foundation Directorate for Education and Human Resources (EHR) and the Executive Committee of the National Association of State Universities and 
Land-Grant Colleges (NASULGC), now the Assocation of Public and Land-grant Universities (APLU), Chief Academic Officers Group. She also served on 

the Executive Committee of the Committee on Institutional Cooperation (CIC) from 2003-2007 and was appointed by the President ofthe United States 
to the National Medal of Science Selection Committee fortwo terms from 2006-2011. In 2008-2009, President Mason cc-chaired the Task Force on 
National Energy Policy and Midwestern Competitiveness of the Chicago Council on Global Affairs Its report, Embracing the Future: The Midwestand a New 
National Energy Policy, was published in june 2009 and hed an immediate impact onthe national debate over how climate change legislation wil impact, 
Midwestern economic competitiveness. 


President Mason is married to Ken Mason, an educator and textbook author who teaches biological sciences at The University of lowa.

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FRAN MCCAFFERY 


HEAD BASKETBALL COACH 


Fran McCaffery was named the University of lowa’s 22 head men’s basketball coach on Monday, March 29, 2010. McCaffery, 50, 
comes to lowa after spending five successful seasons at Siena. He has served as a head coach for 14 seasons, posting @ 251-177 
(.586) career record. 


McCaffery’s five years at Siena have been the best in its 70-year history. He led the Saints on an incredible run that ended with 
three straight Metro Atlantic Athletic Conference championships and NCAA Tournament appearances. In so doing, Siena became 
the only program in the country to win its regular season and postseason title the last three years. 


McCaffery’s Saints owned a 112-51 record in his five years with the program. After orchestrating the fifth greatest turnaround in 
Division | play his first year, McCaffery led Siena to a 20-win season and a MAAC Championship game appearance in his second. In 
2007-08, Siena took its biggest step forward under his direction, earning the MAAC regular-season and tournament championship, 
as well asan NCAA Tournament first round win over Vanderbilt. In 2008-09, Siena repeated the feat, winning the regular-season 
title outright before capturing the tournament crown. The Saints went on to defeat Ohio State 74-72 in double overtime in one of 
‘the tournament's most exciting games. 


This past season, McCaffery led Siena to its fourth straight 20-win season, something never before achieved in program history. 
Siena ran away with the league title, clinching the No. 1 seed in the tournament on Feb. 8 with four conference games remaining. 
The Saints came from behind in each of their three MAAC Tournament games, culminating with a 72-65 overtime win against 
Fairfield in the MAAC Championship. Siena‘s bid for a third consecutive NCAA Tournament first round victory was ended by No. 

4 seed Purdue in Spokane, WA. Down 15 points with five minutes left, the Saints rallied to within three points with one minute 
remaining, but eventually fell 72-64. For his efforts, he was named the NABC District | Coach of the Year. 


The 2009 MAAC Coach of the Year is the third winningest coach, by percentage, in league history (68-22, .756). He is the only coach 
to guide a MAAC program to two NCAA Tournament wins. 


In 2008, McCaffery became just the 31st coach (15th active) to take three different programs to the “Big Dance’, and he is the first 
To do so with three programs from one-bid leagues (conference's that sent just one team the year his program advanced). He also 
boasts a 100% graduation rate among student-athletes he has recruited who have exhausted their eligibility during his tenure. 


{In 2008-09, the Siena program enjoyed unprecedented success. McCaffery challenged the Saints with the most difficult schedule 
in program history and Siena responded by equaling a program-record with 27 wins. For the second straight year, the Saints 
captured the hearts of college basketball fans across the country by advancing to the second round of the NCAA Tournament 

with a breathtaking 74-72 double-overtime win over Ohio State in Dayton, Ohio. In the second round, Siena nearly scored an 
upset of epic proportions, leading top overall seed Louisville late in the second half. Siena became a household name as the team 
performed against the country’s elite under the spotlight of 10 nationally televised games, Siena claimed its second straight MAAC 
Tournament title and finished the season ranked 28th in the ESPN/USA Today Coaches Poll and 19th in the final RPI. The Saints 
received votes in the Associated Press top-25 poll eight times and in the ESPN/USA Today Coaches’ poll six times during the 
‘season. 


The 2007-08 season will also go down as one of the most memorable in Siena basketball history. The regular-season featured a 
home win over No. 20 Stanford, a third straight victory over cross-town rival Albany before over 13,000 fans in the annual Albany 
Cup and a BracketBusters Saturday win at WAC Champion Boise State. The Saints also rallied to earn a share of the MAAC regular 
season title and the No. 1 seed in the MAAC Tournament with late season wins at contenders Rider and Marist, as well as a Senior 
Day home victory over Niagara. But it was Siena’s postseason run that would turn the season into a breakthrough yeat.

After rallying from 17 points down in a semifinal win over Loyola, Siena pounded Rider 

in the MAAC title game on its home floor to earn the MAAC’s automatic bid, Less than 
two weeks later, McCaffery put together the perfect game plan and Siena led from start 
to finish in an 83-62 victory over Vanderbilt. Many considered the victory the greatest in 
school history, challenged at the time only by the program's 1989 upset of Stanford in the 
NCAA first round. Despite a second round loss to Villanova, McCaffery and the Saints had 
made a statement the college basketball world could not ignore: Siena Basketball had 
arrived, 


McCaffery inherited a depleted Siena team that was picked lat in the 10-team MAACin 
2005-2006. Instead, the Saints finished conference play in fourth place, earning a bye to 
the quarterfinals of the MAAC Tournament. 


Siena showed steady improvement under McCaffery’s tutelage in 2006-2007, posting a 
20-12 overall record and tying for third place in the MAAC with a 12-6 finish. McCaffery’s 
Saints were the highest scoring team in the league, and they peaked at the right time, 
winning seven of their last eight regular-season games and advancing to play for the 
league championship with a semifinal upset of top-seed Marist. 


McCaffery orchestrated the tumaround with stellar recruiting and bold vision. His first 
recruit senior Kenny Hasbrouck - graduated as the most important player in program 
history. He was named MAAC Rookie of the Year as a freshman, MAAC second team and 
all-Tournament team as a sophomore, collegeinsider.com Mid Major Player of the Year, 
MAAC first team and MAACTournament MVP as a junior and MAAC Player of the Year, 
MAAC Tournament MVP, NABC All-District and MAAC first team as ¢ senior. He signed 
an NBA contract with the Miami Heat after a successful stint with the Rio Grande Valley 
Vipers of the NBA Development League. 
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His second class (first full class) is widely regarded as the best in program history. Edwin 
Ubiles, Alex Franklin and Ronald Moore finished their four-year careers with a 97-38 
(719) overall record, three MAAC Championships in four title game appearances, three 
straight NCAA Tournament appearances and two NCAA Tournament First Round victories. 
Ubiles is ¢ two-time MAAC first team, NABC All District first team and MAAC Tournament 
team selection and the 2007 MAAC co-Rookie of the Year. Alex Franklin, 2 two-time NABC 
All District selection, earned 2008 and 2009 MAAC second team and MAAC Tournament 
team honors. He won the 2010 MAAC Player of the Year award (Siena’s second straight) 
and the 2010 MAACTournament MVP. Ronald Moore, the pulse of the team, earned 2009 
MAACsecond team and 2010 MAAC first team honors as well as a spot on the 2010 MAAC 
Tournament team. This past season he was named a Bob Cousy Award finalist for the 
nation’s top point guard. He became the MAACS all-time assists leader in the 2010 MAAC 
Championship game, surpassing Marist’s Jared Jordan (813). 


In total, four Saints were named to either the first or second All-MAAC team in 2009, 
newcomer Kyle Downey was an All-Rookie selection and Clarence Jackson was named 
MAACSixth Man of the Year. 


McCaffery was introduced as Siena’s 14th head men’s basketball coach on April 1, 2005. 
For over 20 years, he has enjoyed great success coaching Division | basketball and 
developing student-athletes on and off the court. McCaffery has recited and coached 
several players who have gone on to play basketball professionally, some at the highest 
level.

McCaffery took over at Siena from UNC-Greensboro, where he 
posted @ 90-87 record in six seasons. in his first year at the helm, 
Greensboro compiled a 15-13 record overall and a 9-7 Southern 
Conference mark, good for third place in the North Division. It was 
the 18th-most improved record nationally among NCAA Division 
Iteams. 


In McCaffery’s second season, he guided the Spartans to 
unprecedented heights with a 19-12 record and the 2001 SoCon 
‘Tournament Championship. The Spartans defeated Chattanooga, 
67-66, in the finals and received the SoCon’s automatic bid to the 
NCAA Tournament. The following year (2001-2002) McCaffery 
led the Spartans to their first 20-win season since joining the 
conference. It marked the first time the program claimed a share 
of the SoCon North Division title as well. After falling to eventual 
tournament champion Davidson in the conference tournament 
semifinals, the Spartans were awarded a berth into the 2002 NIT, 
where they lost to eventual champion Memphis. 


In his final year in Greensboro, McCaffery brought the Spartans to 
the brink of the NCAA Tournament before a SoCon Championship 
game loss to Chattanooga. He led UNCG to a victory over Davidson 
in the semifinals, defeating 2 team that had been 16-0 in 
conference play. A big part of that success was SoCon Freshman 

of the Year Kyle Hines. Hines set UNCG and SoCon records for 
blocked shots, and also broke several other UNCG single-game and 
freshman single-season marks.

McCaffery spent the 11 years prior to his arrival at Greensboro at 
the University of Notre Dame as an assistant coach and recruiting 
coordinator, working on the statfs of Richard “Digger” Phelps and 
John MacLeod. 
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‘Among the players he recruited to play for Notre Dame were 
Pat Garrity, CoSIDA Academic All-American of the Year in 1998, 
and Troy Murphy, the Big East Player of the Year in 2000 and 

an eventual first-round NBA draft pick. Garrity was also a first- 
round NBA draft pick and the Big East Player of the Yearin 1997. 
In addition to Murphy and Garrity, McCaffery was involved in 
recruiting NBA First Round picks LaPhonso Ellis (1992 Draft, #5 
Denver), Monty Williams (1994 Draft, #24 New York) and Ryan 
Humphrey (2002 draft, #19-Utah Jazz). 


He helped the Irish to NCAA Tournament appearances in 1989 and 
1990. Notre Dame reached the NIT finals in 1992, losing to Virginia 
in overtime, and advanced to the quarterfinals of the event in 
1997. 


At 26, McCaffery was the nation’s youngest Division | head coach 
when he was hired Sept. 11, 1985, at Lehigh. McCaffery capped 
his three-year tenure with the Engineers with a 21-win season 
and an NCAA berth in 1988.

In three seasons as head coach at Lehigh, he compiled a 49-39 overall record and guided 
the team to the NCAA Tournament in 1988, At the time he was the youngest head coach 
to reach the NCAA Tournament. His Lehigh teams had two winning seasons in three years 
and the 1987-88 squad's 21-10 record remains the best in program history. Lehigh had 
just four winning seasons in the 55 years prior to his arrival. 


McCaffery was assistant coach and recruiting coordinator at Lehigh from 1983-85 

and helped the team to its first NCAA Tournament appearance in 1985. As recruiting 
coordinator, he helped sign Darren Queenan’88, who remains Lehigh’s all-time leading 
scorer. Queenan was second in the nation in scoring in 1988, and went on to play in the 
USBL. 


McCaffery was assistant varsity coach and head sub-varsity coach at his alma mater, 
Pennsylvania, during the 1982-83 season. At Penn, he worked for Craig ittlepage, who is 
now the director of athletics at the University of Virginia. 


McCaffery lettered three years as point guard on the men’s basketball team at 
Pennsylvania as one of the first transfers to play for the Quakers. He earned a bachelor of 
science degree from The Wharton School of Finance and Commerce in 1982. In 1985 he 
received his master’s degree in education from Lehigh. 


In three seasons as a player he helped lead Penn to a pair of NCAA Tournament 
appearances and Ivy Leaguetttles and one berth in the NIT, As a senior in 1981-82 he led 
the Ivy League in steals and assists and was voted the team’s most inspirational player. 


Recruited as the successor at point guard to Skip Brown at Wake Forest, McCaffery played 
‘one season at Wake Forest, 1977-78, helping the Demon Deacons to a 19-10 record. 
Nicknamed “White Magic,”he started 11 of 28 games as coach Cari Tacy’s team finished 
runner-up in the ACC Tournament to eventual NCAA runner-up Duke, Wake defeated 
North Carolina twice in three meetings and won five of the eight games it played at the 
Greensboro Coliseum. 


McCaffery, a Philadelphia native who attended LaSalle High School, and his wife 
Margaret have four children: sons, Connor, Patrick and Jonathan and a daughter, Marit. 
The McCaffery’s have been actively involved in Coaches vs. Cancer in the Capital Region 
and beyond.

KIRK SPERAW 


ASSISTANT BASKETBALL COACH 


Kirk Speraw is in his first year as an assistant coach at lowa after joining the program in April, 2010. 


Speraw, who Is a Sioux City, IA, native has over three decades of basketball coaching experience. He is a two-time Hawkeye 
letterman (1978-79) who played for Head Coach Lute Olson. He was a member of the 1978-79 squad that won 20 contests and a Big 
Ten title. Asa senior, he was named the team’s most inspirational player. 


As both an assistant and head coach, Speraw has mentored dozens of players who have played professionally, induding Hawkeyes 
Ronnie Lester, Steve Krafcisin, Vince Brookins, Steve Waite, Kenny Amold, Kevin Boyle, Mark Gannon and Bobby Hansen. 


Speraw began his coaching career with the Hawkeyes, serving asa graduate assistant with lowals 1979-80 team that advanced to 
the Final Four. The Hawkeyes went 23-8 that season. Speraw then moved to Denver University, where he was an assistant coach and 
recruiting coordinator for two years (1980-82). 


Speraw joins the Hawkeyes after serving 17 years as head coach at the University of Central Florida (1993-2010). Speraw isthe 
school’s winningest coach with a 279-233 record. During his tenure, 18 of his players received all-league honors, including four first 
team honorees. Additionally, since the start of the 1993-94 season, 54 of Speraw’s student-athletes earned academic all-conference 
recognition, 


His tenure included four NCAA Tournament berths (1994, 96, (04 and 05). In 2006-07, he was recognized as Conference USA Coach 
of the Year after quiding the Knights to 22 victories and a second place league finish, His most successful season at UCF was in 2003- 
04, when the Knights finished 25-6, received votes in the top 25 and won the Atlantic Sun championship, earning an automatic bid 
tothe NCAA Tournament. 


Prior to his head coaching job at UCE, he served as an assistant coach at the University of Florida for three seasons (1990-93) under 
Head Coach Lon Kruger. While on the Florida staff, the Gators participated in two NIs, including advancing to the semifinals in 
1992. 


Prior to his three years in Gainesville, 
Speraw was the head coach at 
Pensacola Junior College (PJC) from 
1987-90. At PIC, he led the Pirates to 
an 82-21 record and three consecutive 
Panhandle Conference titles. His 1989- 
‘90 team won 31 games and finished 
fifth nationally. The team’s success 
that year earned Speraw national 
recognition. He was tabbed the 
NABC/Kodak National Junior College 
Coach of the Year, as well as the state's 
Coach of the Year. 


Speraw also had a coaching stop 

at Florida Souther, serving as an 
assistant from 1982-87. The Moccasins 
posted a 100-46 record and made four 
appearances in the Division Il NCAA 
Tournament, including a third-place 
finish in 1986. 


Speraw and his wife, Tracy (an lowa 
City native), have two sons, Drew 
and Dustin, and two daughters, 
Brooke and Bailey. Drew played for 
his dad at Central Florida for four 
years, completing his eligibility this 
past season. Brooke is currently a 
University of lowa student. 
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SHERMAN DILLARD 


ASSISTANT BASKETBALL COACH 


Sherman Dillards in his frst year as an assistant coach at lowa after joining the program in May, 2010. 


Dillard has over two decades of coaching experience, serving as a college assistant or head coach for 25 years. He spent his frst 15 
years as an assistant coach at three institutions. Dillard began his coaching career under Head Coach Lefty Driesell at Maryland, 
spending six seasons (1979-85). He helped coach the Terrapins to four 20-plus win seasons and six postseason appearances, 
including five NCAA Tournament berths. The 1980, 1984 and 1985 squads reached the Sweet 16, while the 1984 team won the 
ACC Tournament. 


Hethen spent three years at California (1985-88) under Lou Campanelli, who was his collegiate coach at James Madison. The Bears 
posted two third-place Pac-10 finishes and two NIT appearances during is tenure in Berkeley. After three seasons at California, he 
fetummed to the ACC and Georgia Tech for si seasons (1988-94). While in Atlanta, he helped Head Coach Bobby Cremins lead the 
Yellow Jackets to six winning seasons and postseason appearances. Georgia Tech played in five NCAA Tournaments, including the 
Final Four in 1990 and Sweet 16 in 1992. 


Dillard received his first head coaching opportunity at Indiana State of the Missouri Valley Conference (1994-97). During his three 
seasons in Terre Haute, the Sycamores improved each season and posted a 29-52 record. He then left Indiana State to return to his 
alma mater. He replaced Driesell, who served as head coach the previous nine seasons (1988-97). Dillard was the Dukes'head coach 
for seven years (1997-2004). He posted a 93-106 record, sharing a league title and recording three first-division finishes in the 
Colonial Athletic Association (CAA). During his tenure, he earned CAA Coach of the Year and NABC District Coach of the Year laurels, 
His 10-year head coaching record stands at 122-158. 


Dillard a three-time academic all-American and four-time honorable mention all-American by the Associated Press, played guard 
at James Madison (1973-78). He led the Dukes in scoring in each of his four years (missed 1976-77 with an injury) and was the 
team’s top rebounder as a freshman. Dillard is the second-leading scorer (2,065 points) in James Madison history, and his academic 
excellence merited him an NCAA post-graduate scholarship. After his collegiate career, he was drafted by the indiana Pacers in the 
1978 NBA Draft. Additionally, Dillard was honored as a CAA “Legend” in 2009. 


Since 2004, Dillard has worked as a basketball marketing representative for Nike. He served as Global Camp Director, responsible 
for administrative and operational facets ofa series of highiy acclaimed camps and academies sponsored by Nike. Those camps 
indluded the Nike All-America Camp and select skills academies hosted by NBA stars such as Kobe Bryant, Steve Nash, Vince Carter, 
Amaré Stoudemire and LeBron James (until January, 2009). 


Dillard isa 1978 magna cum laude James Madison graduate earning a bachelor's degree in physical education and minorin business, 
and isa member of the schools sports hall of fame. 


Dillard and his wife Dena have two sons, Ben (17) and Langston (15).

ANDREW FRANCIS 


ASSISTANT BASKETBALL COACH 


Andrew Francis in his first year as an assistant coach at lowa after joining the program in April, 2010. 


Francis served the last three seasons on Fran McCaffery’s staff as an assistant coach at Siena. While on the Saints’ coaching staff, he 
helped guide Siena to three straight conference tities and NCAA Tournament berths, and four consecutive 20-plus win seasons. Francis 
helped coach six all-conference student-athletes, two Player of the Year honorees and the league's Sixth Man of the Year. 


He arrived at the Siena program after a two yeer stint at Villanova University, where he served as an administrative assistant/video 
coordinator on Jay Wright's staff. 


While at Siena, Francis assisted in all aspects of the program, including: recruiting, player development and scouting. 


A Brooklyn, NY, native, Francis joined the Wildcats'staff in August, 2005. He assisted the program in a variety of roles while directing 
the video operations of the basketball office.

Strom joined the lowa staff in 1981 as a graduate assistant coach under Lute Olson. He served in that capacity for two years prior 
to being promoted to his basketball administrative position in 1983. 


Strom works closely with the Hawkeye basketball steff, helping to coordinate and carry out the day-to-day activities of lowa 
basketball program. Strom helped implement and was tournament director for lowa's Hawkeye Challenge for 26 years, and for six 
years did color commentary with Jim Zabel for lowa basketball on the Palmer Radio Network. 


When Jerry first joined the lowa staff he implemented the school’ frst lowa Basketball Coaches Clinic, as well as bringing in and 
directing the 1983 national 19-and-under A.A.U. loumament, held in lowa City. He has been a member of six basketball staffs that 
have competed in 23 NCAA and NIT tournaments. 


Strom has served on the lowe athletic department's Student Athlete Assistance Program. He is a 32-year member of the National 
Association of Basketball Coaches (NABC) and has served on a number of NABC committees. 


Strom came to lowa from Monmouth College, where he was assistant to the athletic director, as well as assistant basketball and 
baseball coach from 1979-81. The 1979 Monmouth baseball squad competed in the NCAA Division II! College World Series and the 
Monmouth basketball team won the Midwest Conference basketball championship. 


Strom was athletic director and head basketball and track coach at Martin Luther King High School in New York City for four years. 
His 1976 King squad won the New York City Thru- way Gity League championship and his track squads were three-time League city 
champions. 


Strom graduated from Fontanelle (IA) High School, where he eamed all-state honors in basketball, football and baseball, as well 
as being selected to Lowa Boys State. He attended Concordia (NE) College, where he played basketball, baseball and golf. Jerry 
earned his master’s degree (athletic administration) from Western Illinois in 1980 and worked towards his doctoral degree at lowa.

RYAN BOWEN 


Ryan Bowen is in his first season as the University of lowa’s video coordinator and administrative assistant. 


Bowen played in 120 games as @ Hawkeye (1994-98), scoring 1,090 points (9.1 avg.), which ranks 32nd at lowa and collected 804 
rebounds (6.7 avg.). He is lowa’s career field goal percentage leader, shooting at a 57.5% clip (397-690). Bowen, who was a two- 
time all-Big Ten performer, is lowa's single-season record holder in steals per game, averaging 2.8 per contest in 1998. The Fort 
Madison, lowa, native also holds the school record for career steals (208) and ranks fourth in career blocks (124) and eighth in career 
rebounding (804). 


Bowen, who was the 1997 Chris Street Award winner, led the Hawkeyes in rebounding (9.1), steals (1.9) and field goal percentage 
(.553) his junior campaign. As. senior, he averaged 14.4 points and led the team in rebounding (8.7), steals (2.5), blocks (1.3) and 
field goal percentage (603). 


Bowen recently concluded an 11-year run playing professionally overseas and in the National Basketball Association (NBA). The 
6-9, 225-pound forward was a second round draft pick of the Denver Nuggets in the 1998 NBA Draft. He began his career in Turkey 
(1998-99) before playing five seasons with the Nuggets (1999-2004). Bowen was then picked up by the Houston Rockets, playing 
two seasons (2004-06). After recovering from hip surgery, he played a partial season in Israel (2007). He then signed with the New 
Wem Hornets, playing two seasons (2007-09). Bowen competed in one game for the Oklahoma City Thunder this past November 
before retiring. 


Bowen and his wife, Wendy, have three children, a daugher Isabel (nine) and sons Benjamin (six) and Zachary (five). Wendy was a 
UlDance Team member for three years.

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When Sports Illustrated magazine surveyed sports fans in the state of lowa as 
Part of its 50th anniversary, Carver-Hawkeye Arena was named as the “Hot Spot” for 
sporting events in the state, 


Carver-Hawkeye Arena, one of the 25 largest university-owned 
facilities in the nation, serves as lowa’s home basketball arena. 
Opened in January of 1983, the building seats 15,500 for basketball. 
A $47 million addition and renovation project, that is expected to 
be completed by August 2011, will enhance what is arguably one 

of the top college basketball facilities in the nation. The renovation 
includes: 


Anew practice complex 


A state-of-the-art, 12,000-square foot strength and conditioning 
center

Capacity crowds have been the rule rather than the exception at Carver-Hawkeye Arena. Over 

six million basketball fans have viewed games in Carver-Hawkeye Arena the past 27-and-a-haif 
seasons, On Feb. 14, 2009, lowa hosted Purdue and the 14,665 fansin attendance helped the Black 
and Gold top the six milion mark in Carver- Hawkeye Arena history. lowa played 60 consecutive 
home games infront of sellout crowds and more recently had a streak of 41 consecutive sel outs 
for regular season games. The single-game record of 15,570 was set against indiana in 1987, 


lowa has posted a 63-23 record in Carver-Hawkeye Arena over the past five seasons. The Hawkeyes 
posted a perfect 17-0 markin 2005-06, the fst undefeated home season ever in Carver-Hawkeye 
Arena and the fist perfect home season since 1966. 


“Carver-Hawkeye Arena is one of the best collegiate basketball arenas and after its $47 million 
facelift next season, it will be one of the finest overall facilities in the country. The way the arena is 
structured, itgives usa definite home-court advantage. Fans are actively involved inthe game from 
the first to last row, making it intimidating for the visiting team. Carver-Hawkeye Arena providesa 
remarkable game atmosphere, which is a.credit to our exceptional fan support.” 
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The Hawkeyes have won nearly 8) percent (340-103) oftheir home games since the building 
opened. lowahad 2 15-game home court winning streak in 1986-87 and won 43 straight non- 
conference horne games pros toa 79-76 loss to NCAA runner-up Duke duting the 1994 season. 
Jowa isa staggering 181-19 (905) in non-conference games in Carver-Hawkeye Arena, induding a 
perfect 8-0 three seasons ago 


The Hawkeyes are 49-7 (.875) in non-conference home games over the 
past seven seasons. 


The multi-purpose facility also serves as home to Hawdeye wrestling, gymnastics and volleyball 
and has been the site of numerous concerts, commencements, sports camps and other events, 


Fans enjoy an unobstructed view from each of the theatre seats. The building won a design award 
from the American Institute of Architects in 1984, 


Ina poll of 70 members of the media, conducted by the Lafayette, 
IN, Courier Journal, Carver-Hawkeye Arena was voted as the top 
arena in the Big Ten. The lowa pep band and the media section in 
Carver-Hawkeye were also voted best in the league. 


Named for the late Roy Carver, a long-time supporter of the University the building has 20,000 
square feet of floorspace when the lower level seats are retracted. The 42 rows of seating are 
ivided in 28 lettered sections. A 100-seat press section for print and radio media is located in 
sections B8-CC 


Connected to the Arena isan athletic office building, which is four levels high and occupies over 
£60,000 square feet. Athletic department coaches and administiatrs have offices inthe building, 
The administrative portion of Carver-Hawkeye Arene will be remodeled and expended in the 
current renovation project 


The arena features sixlocker rooms, induding the permanent men’ basketball locker room, along 
vith fully-equipped weight training and athletic training facilites. Within the last four years, the 
Hospitality Foom has been remodeled, allowing for the men's basketball team to ave training 
table meals in the areng, just down the hall from the locker room. 
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Carver-Hawkeye Arena s constantly being improved. The renovation project wil include improved 
concourse space and additional rest rooms, premium seating opportunities with expanded 
hospitality and entertainment areas and a new, high-speed patron elevator. 


Thermen's basketball locker room was remodeled prior to the 2003 season. A players lounge and 
a coaches meeting rcom and locker area were added, while the player locker area was enlarged 
and remdeled, 


New scoreboards and video walls were installed prior to the 2006-07 season. The new state-of- 
the-art equipment features two video walls with liv action and instant replay capabilities. The 
video walls on each side of the arena measure 80 feet in length and feature 288x512 LED Matrix 
display areas. The scoreboards at each end of the court are 48 feet in length and feature a 256 « 72 
Led Matrix display area, along with the usual scorebcard display areas for scores, time remaining 
and team and individual statistics. 


The Arena cost$18,402,962 to build and was completed in three yee. twas Financed from 
private contributions fom lowa athietic department supportes. The fst event Jan. 3) inthe 
‘Arena was a 1983 wresting dual vs Oklahoma (a 35-7 lowa victory) The inital basketball game 
was 261-59 lssto Michigan State on Jan. 5, 1983. 


CCarver-Hawkeye Arena has hosted the Big Ten and NCAA wrestling championships and Big Ten and 
NCAA regional and national gymnastics championships. The 1984 US. Olympic wrestling trials 
were held in Carver-Hawkeye and the 1984 US. Olympic baskethall team also played an exhibition 
contest in the facility. The National Duals wrestling tournament was held in Carver-Hawheye in 
1998 and 1999. iowa hosted the 1995 NCAA wrestling championships, in which the Hawkeyes won 
thenational crown while setting tournament attendance records, andthe 2001 NCAA finals. 


Two years ago, all eyes were on lowa City and Carver-Hawkeye Arena as the lowa-lowa State 
‘wrestling match attracted a national-record 15,955 fans. lowa won the meet 20-15. 


After selecting his top five home basketball facilities in the nation 
for his book on the Top 100 Division | Basketball Arenas, Bill Kintner, 
a.k.a. CigarBoy, selected lowa’s Carver-Hawkeye Arena as one of 
four facilities to earn Honorable Mention recognition.

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The Board of Regents, State of lowa approved the schematic design, project description, 
budget, and financing plan for an adcition and revitalization of the University of lowas 
award-winning Carver Hawheye Arena. 


The Carver-Hawkeye Arena Addition and Renovation Project will include the construction 
of a practice facility immediately north of the Arena for use by the Us men’s basketball, 
women’s basketball and yolleyball programs; renovation of the practice, fitness and 
‘weight-training facilities utilized by the UI's wrestling program; renovation and expansion 
of other fitness and weight-training space in the Arena utilized by the majority of lowa’s 
24 sports teams; the renovation and expansion of locker rooms in the facility; and the 
renovation of existing and the creation of new office, meeting, and storage space for use 
by administrative and coaching staff of the U! Athletics Department. 


The addition of the practice facility will eliminate the need to have student-athletes in the 
sports of men’s basketball, women's basketball and volleyball practice an¢ train at unusual 
or irregular times of day or at times which are typically reserved for classes. The flexibility 
created by the practice space will also positively impact the potential for use of the arena 
for other University and community-related events such as concerts. 
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‘The revitalization ofthe arena wil also extend into spaces used by the general public on 
game days and nights, nduding renovation of select concessions and restroom facilites, 
and the creation of hospitality and meeting spaces combined with dub facts for fans 
of the Hawkeyes who choose to partcinate ina variety of premium seating options similar 
to that which are available inthe Paul W. Brechler ress Box at historic Kinnick Stadium. 


Finally, the project will also upgrade the fire alarm, elevator and mechanical systems of 
the award-winning facility. As of July 2010, the renovation was 40-percent complete. The 
Ulestimates completion of the full project in the fall of 2011 


“Today, more than 25 years after its construction, Carver-Hawkeye Arena remains a 
Great facility for spectators. However, in order to remain competitive, some of the public 
spaces and many of the training and competition spaces need significant updating and 
enhancement. | greatly appreciate the Board's recognition of our needs and its confidence 
in our plan to address them,’ said Gary Barta, the UI's director of athletics. 


“Lam so grateful fans of the Hawkeyes recognize our need to be competitive and have 
been as supportive of this project today as they were when they were asked to support 
the original construction of Carver-Hawkeye Arena and, more recently, the renovation of 
Kinnick Stadium.” 
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The Board also approved the financing plan submitted by the UI for the project. The plan 
teins eee geal fo hung spctcly rae pp a 
includes revenue isi to 

bonding secured by revenues specifically related to the project. 


The UI Athletics Department is currently working with the UI Foundation on a capital gift 
‘Campaign that has a goal of generating $20 million in support of the project. The U! has 
already received more than $18 million in support of the project, including an initial multi- 
million dollar contribution from Dale and Marilyn Howard of lowa Falls. 


Funding for the project has allowed the UI Athletics Department to establish courtside and 
club seat programs compatable to the indoor and outdoor club seat program currently in 
‘operation inside the Paul W. Brechler Press Box at historic Kinnick Stadium. The premium 
seating options will involve approximately 500 seats and has already proven popular with 
Hawkeye fans. 


The UI Athletics Department has also implemented a priority seating program for the 
Arena similarto the program in place for grandstand seats at historic Kinnick Stadium. The 
‘Arena program currently calls for less than one-third (less than 4,500) of the 15,000 seats 
in the facility to be subject to 2 priority seat contnbution. 


“When Carver was built more than 25 years ago, Hawkeye fans were incredibly generous 
and those who made a contribution to the project were provided access to the best seats. 
‘When we renovated Kinnick Stadium, those who were most generous were provided the 
‘opportunity to lease premium seating opportunities in the new press box,’ Barta said. 


“We have developed a funding model that is used across the country for virtually every 
Project like this and particularly when the athletics department involved is asked to be 
100-percent self-supporting. We will need help from all fans of the Hawkeyes and the 
response has already been terrific. With that said, fans sitting in two-thirds of the Arena 
will not be required to make a contribution or participate in the priority seating program.” 


Barta said the impact of this project will be felt across the spectrum of sports offered by 
the UL, by thousands of current and future student-athletes, and by hundreds of thousands 
of fans who will attend events in the Arena for many years to come. 


“To say that our staff and coaches are excited or that our student-athletes are excited 


would be a tremendous understatement. We are making an important investment in one 
of the landmark buildings on our campus and the programs that it houses,” he said.

“The surgery consists of doing an arthroscopic evaluation of the 
ankle and the injured ligament above the joint. We then stabilize 
the two bones that are involved in the sprain” said Amendola, 


A high ankle sprain can be more troublesome than a routine 

sprained ankle because athletes find it more difficult to generate force and push off on the foot. The 
tightrope fixation procedure offers the benefit of providing more stability to the joint and a more 
predictable recovery

Fran McCaffery, who has 32 years of Division | basketball ‘took over the 
lowa basketball program in 2010 after rebuilding three Programs as a 
head coach. McCaffery became just the 31* coach (15® active) to take three different 
programs to the NCAA Tournament. He is the first to do so with three programs 
(Lehigh, UNC-Greensboro and Siena) from oné-bid leagues. 


McCaffery has assembled one of the most experienced coaching staffs in the nation at 
the University of lowa. Kirk Speraw, Sherman Dillard and Andrew Francis have over six 
decades of combined coaching experience. 


During his most recent stint at Siena, McCaffery led the Saints to three straight 
regular season championships and NCAA Tournament appearances. In doing so, Siena 
became the only program in the nation to win its reqular season and postseason title 
the last three years. 


McCaffery guided Siena to three consecutive NCAA Tournament appearances the last 
three seasons, advancing to the second round in 2008 and 2009, notching wins over 
Vanderbilt and Ohio State. 


In five seasons as the head coach at Siena, McCaffery led his team to an average of 
better than 22 victories per year, including back-to-back 27-win campaigns in 2009 
and 2010--MeCaffery was recognized for his team's success being named 2009 MAAC 
Coach of the Year and 2010 NABC District | Coach of the Year. 


McCaffery has served as a head coach for 14 seasons. Ten of his 14 teams boasted 
third place or better finishes in their respective conference, including capturing league 
titles four times. McCaffery coached teams have competed in five NCAA Tournaments 
and one NIT.

In fact, former Hawkeyes have won 13 world championships while in the NBA. That list includes 
Don Nelson, Fred Brown, John Johnson, BJ. Armstrong, Bob Hansen end Matt Bullard. From point 
guards to the big guys in the middle, lowe basketball continues to prepare its student-athletes for an 
opportunity to compete in the NBA and professional basketball leagues around the world. 


More than 10 former Hawkeye players are currently active in professional basketball leagues in 
foreign countries and as many as 40 former University of iowa players have played overseas in the 
last 25 years: 


Continuing the tradition, lowa has had five players selected in the first two rounds of the 
NBA Draft over the past 13 years, induding 2007 senior Adam Haluska, a first team all-Big 
Ten selection who was selected by New Orleans. Furthermore, lowa is also one of five 
major basketball programs to have as many as three former players who have had their 
NBA jerseys retired,

Hansen played a key role for Chicago in the 1992 playoffs, helping spark a fourth quarter 
rally while subbing for Michael Jordan in the sixth and final game of the championship series. Hansen serves as color 
analyst for the Hawkeye Radic Network on all lowa men’s basketball games. 


2- RYAN BOWEN 

After a stellar four-year career with the Hawkeyes, Ryan Bowen was selected by Denver in the second round of the 
1998 NBA Draft. Joining the Nuggets after one season of professional basketball in Turkey, Bowen was a very popular 
team member in Denver. He played in 2 games for the Nuggets in 2003-04 and started 31 games the previous 
season. Bowen joined the Houston Rockets in 2005, starting six games while playing in 66 outings. Bowen started 
three games for the Rockets in the 2005 playoffs. He started 19 of the 68 games in which he played for the Rockets in 
2006 before missing the majority of the 2007 season due to injury. 


Bowen joined New Orleans prior to the 2007-08 season and re-signed with the Homets for the 2008-09 season. 
Bowen shot 49% from the field while seeing action in 53 games in his first season in New Orleans as the Hornets 
advanced to the NBA playoffs. In total, Bowen played 11 seasons of professional basketball. The native of Fort 
Madison is now on the lowa basketball staff as its video coordinator and administrative assistant. 


EGGIE EVANS 

Signing as a free agent with Seattle prior to the 2002-03 season, Reggie Evans made an immediate impactin the 
NBA. Working his way into the starting line-up, Evans started 60 games as a rookie. Evans led Seattie in rebounds per 
game (6.6 avg.) and ranked seventh in the NBA in rebounds per 48 minutes (15.6) as a rookie. \n his second season he 
played in 75 games averaging 5.4 rebounds per outing. 


In 2005, Evans started all 79. games in which he played, including 11 playoff games, averaging 9.3 rebounds per 
game. He ranked 12th in the NBA in rebound average and for the second time in three seasons led the league in 
tebounds per minute (18.8). 


Evans averaged 5.9 points and 6.7 rebounds in 41 games in 2006 before being traded to Denver, where he played 
in 26 games and averaged 5.2 points and 8.7 rebounds. Evans played in 66 games for the Nuggets in 2007, with 11 
starts. He averaged seven rebounds and 4.9 points per game while shooting 54.4% from the field. 


Evans played in Philadelphia for two seasons (2007-09). He started 68 games, averaging 6.1 rebounds and 4.3 points 
a.game in his two years with the 76ers. Evans increased those averages to 6.8 points and 7.8 rebounds in the 2008 
playoffs. A year ago, he played 28 games for his fourth NBA team, the Toronto Raptors. Overall, Evans has averaged 
6.7 rebounds per game in his nine-year NBA caret

Choosing to pursue a professional career after his freshman year at lowa, Ricky Davis was a first round selection of 
the Charlotte Hornets in the 1998 NBA Draft. After spending the first two years of his NBA career with Charlotte, 
Davis played in Miami before coming into his own with Cleveland. Davis was traded to the Boston Celtics during 

the 2003-04 season. He averaged 14.4 points and 4.5 rebounds a game in 2004, playing 22 games in Cleveland and 
57 games with the Celtics. He led Cleveland in scoring at 20.6 points per game in 2003. Spending the entire 2005 
season in Boston, Davis averaged 16 points and three rebounds per outing. In 2006, Davis averaged 19.1 points and 
4.6 rebounds in the final 36 gamesoo/ the season after being traded to Minnesota. In 2007, Davis averaged 17 points, 
4.8 assists and 3.9 rebounds while starting all 81 games in which he played for the Timberwolves, averaging over 37 
minutes a game 


Davis returned to Miami for the 2007-08 season, starting 47 games while playing in all £2 games for the Heat. He 
averaged 13.8 points, 43 rebounds and 3.4 assists per game. Davis played 36 games for the Los Angeles Clippers in 
2008-09 before signing a professional contractin March 2010, to play overseas in Turkey.

GREG BRUNNER 

After a stellar career at lowa in which he totaled 1,516 points and 990 rebounds, Greg Brunner enjoyed two productive 
seasons playing professionally in Belgium. The native of Charles City, JA, helped the 2006 Hawkeyes win the Big Ten 
Conference Toumament while posting a 25-9 overall record. He has continued his professional career overseas in Italy. 


1- JEFF HORNER 

Jeff Horner, another senior in 2006 and lowa's career assist leader, played in Belgium in 2007, averaging 9.7 points and 
3.1 assists in helping his team reach the championship game. Horner completed his Hawkeye career with 1,502 points 
and 612 assists. He was named Most Outstanding Player after leading lowa to the 2006 Big Ten Tournament title. 
Horner last played for the lowa Energy in the NBA Developmental League, averaging 11.5 points 6.3 assists and 4.5 
rebounds per game. 


2- DOUG THOMAS 

Forward Doug Thomas left his mark as a senior in 2006, earning “Sixth Man of the Year” honors in the Big Ten 
Conference while helping the Hawkeyes win 25 games and the Big Ten Conference Tournament. Thomas competed 
in Switzerland in 2007 before being invited to camp with the NBA's Phoenix Suns. He averaged 10.4 points and 6.3, 
rebounds while playing in the NBA Developmental League in 2008. Thomas played for Reno in the Developmental 
League a year ago. 


ACAREER IN THE NBA 

Additional former lowa basketball standouts have enjoyed NBA careers beyond their playing days. Former Hawkeye 
Don Nelson, former long time general manager and head coach of the Dallas Mavericks, returned in 2006-07 as the 
head coach of the Golden State Warriors. Nelson retired as the Dallas head coach following the 2005 season after 
leading his team to the NBA playoffs in each of his last five seasons. Nelson led the Warriors to an excellent season in 
2007, including a playoff series win over the Dallas Mavericks, marking the first win ever for an eight seed over a top- 
seeded team. 


Former lowa all-American Ronnie Lester serves as vice-president of the Los Angeles Lakers, while former Hawkeye 
Jimmy Rodgers was an assistant coach with the NBA world champion Chicago Bulls. 


DON NELSON 

Don Nelson, lowals MVP in three successive seasons, also had a great career as a player in the NBA, scoring more than 
10,000 points for the Boston Celtics. In 31 yearsas an NBA coach he has been honared as Coach of the Year three 
different times. Nelson is the NBA all-time winningest coach (1,335) and ranks second in games coached (2,398). 


Nelson was the head coach of Dream Team Il, guiding the United States to the Gold medal at the 1994 World 
Championships. In 2001, he was selected to lowa’s all-Century team.

3- RONNIE LESTER 

Ronnie Lester eamed all-American honors at lowa while leading the Hawkeyes to the 1979 Big Ten title and the 1980 
Final Four. Following his NBA playing career Lester remained in the NBA. He was an NBA scout for 14 years and is 
currently vice-president for the Los Angeles Lakers. Lester, the 10th player selected in the 1980 NBA Draft, isa member 
of the National fowa Varsity Club Hall of Fame and lova’s all-Century team. 


4- BRAD LOHAUS 

Brad Lohaus found new life as a Hawkeye seniorin 1987. The seven-foot Lohaus led lowa in rebounding and blocked 
shots, in addition to being one of ve Havrkeyes to average in double figures as lowa posted a school-record 30 
victories. 


Lohaus was drafted by the Boston Celtics in the second round of the 1987 NBA Draft. Lohaus enjoyed a lengthy NBA 
Career, spending five seasons inthe middle of his career with the Milwaukee Bucks, He concluded his playing career 
with the San Antonio Spurs. The Lohaus family has established an endowed scholarship that goes to a member of the 
Hawkeye basketball eam each season. 


GREG STOKES 

Greg Stakes was selected in the second round (33* averall pic) by the Philadelphia 76ers in the 1985 NBA Draft. The 
6-10 forward/center played two seasons for the 76ers and Sacramento Kings. After his stint in the NBA, Stokes played 
Drofessionallyin italy and Australia. A three-team all-Big Ten honoree, Stokes ranks third in Hawkeye career scoring 
and second in blocked shots. His son is a freshman on the lowa basketball team this year.

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When Don Nelson left the University of lowa after the 1962 
season, his 1,522 points were the most ever scored bya’ 
Hawkeye men’s basketball player. When Nelson steps away 
from coaching in the National Basketball Association, his 
victory total will also be unmatched. 


When the Golden State Warriors defeated Minnesota, 116- 
107, on April 7, 2010 in Minneapolis, Nelson surpassed 
Lenny Wilkins as the NBA's winningest coach. In 31 seasons 
with Milwaukee, Golden State, New York and Dallas, Nelson 
has compiled 2 career record of 1,335-1,063 (55.7 winning 
percentage). He has been named coach of the year three 
times, 


“It's such a great feeling,” Nelson told reporters after the 
milestone win. “This is probably why we end up coaching, for 
moments like this.” 


Nelson remains No. 10 on the UI career scoring charts and 
his points per game average (21.2) is better than any former 
Hawkeye in the top 21 in career points. Sam Williams (No, 22 
in points, 1,176) averaged 24 points per game from 1966-68 
and John Johnson (No. 23 in points, 1,172) averaged 23.9 
points per game from 1968-70. 


Playing for head coach Sharm Scheuerman, Nelson led the 
Hawkeyes to a 14-10 record in 1959-60 and followed that 
with an 18-6 mark in 1960-61. During Nelson's senior season 
(1961-62), lowa posted its third consecutive winning season 
at 13-11. 


Nelson was bom in Muskegon, MI, and moved to Rock Island, 
IL, where he had a successful high school playing career. He 
was a two-time All-American at the UI and was drafted by 
the Chicago Zephyrs with the first pick of the third round 

in the 1962 NBA Draft. He also played for the Los Angeles 
Lakers and the Boston Celtics. It was with the Celtics where 
‘Nelson was part of five NBA champion teams: 1956, 68, 69, 
“T4and'76, His jersey No. 19 was retired by Boston in 1978 
(Nelson wore No. 15 with the Hawkeyes). 


Nelson's first head coaching job in the NBA was with the 
Bucks in 1976. He coached there for 11 seasons (nine 
winning seasons, 43 playoff victories) before joining 
Golden State for the 1988-89 season. The Warriors made 
the playoffs four times from 1989-94. Nelson coached one 
season with the New York Knicks, but he resigned after 59 
games (and 34 wins). From 1997-2005 Nelson was on the 
bench in Dallas before resigning during the 2004-05 season 
while the Mavericks had a record of 42-22. He began his 
second shift with Golden State in 2006. 


With Nelson as head coach, the Bucks won seven straight 
Midwest/Central Division championships from 1979-86. The 
Mavericks won the Midwest Division in 2002-03. Nelson 
coached Milwaukee in three conference finals and Dallas 

in one. In 2003, Nelson and the Mavericks were ousted by 
eventual champion San Antonio, 4-2. 


Nelson still holds the U! record with 21 free throw attempts 
against Indiana on Feb. 17, 1962. His career-high in points 
was 39 against Wisconsin in 1962. During his final two 
seasons, Nelson led the Hawkeyes in points, rebounds, field 
goal percentage and free throw percentage. 
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Hawkeye, Don Nelson, became the 
all-time winningest basketball coach in the 
"National Basketball Association on April 7, 
2010. Nelson has collected 1,335 NBA victories 
in his 31 seasons on the sidelines. d 


Along with winning Big Ten Conference tournament titles in 
2001 and 2006, the lowa Hawkeyes have posted an overall 
13-11 record in the postseason tournament. Along with the 
two championships, the Hawkeyes also reached the title game 
in 2002. The 13 tournament victories are the fourth most in 
the league.

The Big Ten Conference personifies big-time college basketball. The Big Ten has always been 
considered one ofthe premier basketball conferences in Ametica. An average of sx teams 
from the Big Ten have been invited to the NCAA Tournament over the past 10 years, including, 
a high of seven Big Ten Conference teams in 1994, 1999, 2001 and 2009. 


Two Big Ten teams advanced to the Final Four in 1999, 2000 

and 2005. Furthermore, the Big Ten has been represented 

at the Final Four, four of the last six seasons. Michigan State 

has reached the pinnacle of college basketball four times the 
last decade, including winning the championship in 2000 and 
finishing runner-up in 2009. Three other Big Ten squads earned 
runner-up honors the past decade: Indiana (2002), Illinois (2005), 
and Ohio State (2007). 


The Big Ten Conference has had!196 teams pai ithe NCAA Championships since the 
tournament$inception. Big Ten Conferens have made 41 Final Four appearances, 
which ranks second close behind the At} ist Conference (42 appearances) for the most 
amongall leagues. The BigTen ranks second with 307 NCAA Tournament victories and second 
with JONCAA titles. The conference boasts a winning percentage in NCAA Tournament play 
that is well over 60 percent.sln a testimony to the balance of power in the Big Ten, the Big Ten 
is the only conference, since 1990, to advance five different programs to the Final Four. 


The Big Ten has led the nation in attendance each year since 
1977, a streak of 34 straight years. In each of the past 18 years, 
well over two million fans have watched Big Ten basketball 
games, with the total reaching more than 2.4 million in each of 
the past four seasons. 


Overall, a staggering nine Big Ten schools ranked among the top 
50 in the country in home attendance last season, including the 
lowa Hawkeyes. \

Over the past 31 seasons, lowa has been a fixture in the Associated Press Top 20, making an 
appearance in the national rankings in 25-of-31 seasons. |n fact, only six teams in the nation 
have appeared inthe AP Top 20 each year more than the lowa Hawkeyes.

Every four years the lowa basketball team is permitted to take an overseas exhibition trip during the summer. On their most recent 

trip, members of the lowa program traveled to Italy and Greece during a three-game, 10-day exhibition tour, visiting Rome and 

Athens, Because a trip can be taken every four years, every Hawkeye player has the opportunity to experience travel abroad as part 

of their total University af lowa experience. 


During the regular season, lowa annually takes part in some of the top college basketball tournaments in the nation. This year the Black and Gold will return to the Caribbean to 
compete in the eight-team Paradise Jam held in St. Thomas, Virgin Islands. lowa will play three games against challenging competition. For travel information and packages, visit 
paradisejam.com. 


The Hawkeyes participated in the Paradise Jam in the 2006-07 campaign. lowa started the 2005-06 season by competing in the Guardians Classic for the second time in five seasons. 
After winning two games on their home floor, the Hawkeyes advanced to the Final Four of the event that also included Kentucky, Texas and West Virginia. lowa advanced to the title 
game with a win over ninth-ranked Kentucky before second-ranked Texas handed lowa its first loss of the year in the title game. 


The Hawkeye basketball team retumed to Hawaii during the 2005 season, placing second in the EA Sports Maui Invitational. Facing a tournament field that included Louisville, North 
Carolina, Stanford, Texas, Tennessee and Brigham Young, the Maui Invitational is one of the top tournaments of the year. The Hawkeyes defeated Louisville and Texas in the first two 
rounds before a loss to North Carolina, the eventual - 

national champion, in the championship game 


Jowa took part in the Rainbow Classic in 2001, 
placing third in the eight team tournament in 
Honolulu, Hawaii. The Hawkeyes won the Maui 
Invitational in 1987, placed second in the Reinbow

IOWA RANKS AMONG BIG TEN LEADERS 


Some universities have successful teams. At the University of lowa, you'll be a member of one 

of the most successful, most progressive athletic departments in America today. lowa’s athletic 
facilities are constantly being improved and upgraded, including a $47 million renovation project 
in Carver-Hawkeye Arena, the home of lowa basketball. The project is expected to be completed 
in August 2011. 


The men's basketball team has had seven winning seasons in the past 10 years, making six 
postseason appearances in that time. lowa’s women’s basketball team shared the Big Ten 
Conference regular season titie in 2008, finished runner-up at the 2010 Big Ten Tournament 
and has advanced to postseason play in nine of the last 10 seasons, including advancing to the 
second round of the NCAA Tournament a year ago. 


The Hawkeye football team has won 70 games over the past eight seasons, competing in seven 
bow! games during that span, six of which were premiere January bowl games in the state of 
Florida. Last year, the football team enjoyed one of its most exciting seasons ever, finishing 
second in the Big Ten and winning the prestigous FedEx Orange Bow! in Miami. 


The Hawkeye wrestling squad dominated its sport the past three years, winning back-to-back- 
to-back Big Ten Conference regular season dual and the postseason toumament titles. The 
Hawkeyes, under fourth-year Coach Tom Brands, marched through the national tournament, 
claiming their 21st, 22nd and 23rd national team crowns the past 37 seasons. 


In addition to women’s basketball and wrestling, lowa's nationally-recognized field hockey 
program won its third-straight Big Ten Tournament title two years ago and advanced to the NCAA 
Final Four. lowa’s baseball team surged last season, winning 11 ofits last 14 games and finished 
funner-up at the Big Ten Baseball Tournament, its best finish in 20 years. Furthermore, the lowa 
imen’s golf team finished second at the Big Ten Championships and was only one stroke from 
advancing to its second-straight NCAA Championships, placing sixth at Regionals, in 2010.

The graduation rate of student-athletes a the University of lowa each year has 
been higher than the national average, exceeding that ofthe student body asa 
whole and ranking among the best in the Big Ten Conference and the nation. 


However, the lowa Hawkeyes aren't known for resting on their laurels. That's 
why the lowa Athletic Department continues to seek ways to enhance existing 
academic support programs to increase the chance that all student-athletes at 
‘the University will reach their academic goals. 


Essential to lowe’ approach to this complex problemis a pro-active retention 
program, The program is founded ona strong principle: the longer a student- 
athlete attacks his academic challenges as hard as he attacks his daily practices 
and competition, the more likely that student-athlete will achieve academic 
succes, 


The goal of the retention program is to move a student-athlete from a passive 
to ¢ pro-active position in the retention process; {rom observer to participant. 
The Retention Program has been designed to assist student-athletes whoneed

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AWKEYES 


The University of lowa borrowed its athleticnickname from the state of lowa many 
years ago. 


The name Hawkeye was originally applied to a hero in afictional novel, The Last 
of the Mohicans, written by James Fenimore Cooper. Author Cooper had the 
Delaware Indians bestow the name on a white scout wh lived with them, 


In 1838, 12 years after the book was published, people in the territory of lowa 
acquired the nickname, chiefly through the efforts of Judge David Rorer of 
Burlington and James Edwards of Fort Madison. 


Edwards, editor of the Fort Madison Patriot, moved his paper to Burlington in 1843 i 
and renamed it the Burlington Hawk-Eye. The two men continued theit campaign 

to popularize the name and territorial officials eventually gave it their formal 
approval. 


The Hawkeye nickname gained a tangible symbol in 1943 when a cartoon - 
character, later to be named Herky the Hawk, was hatched. The creator was 
Richard Spencer lil, instructor of journalism. 


The impish hawk was an immediate hit and he acquired a name through a 
statewide contest staged by the athleticdepartment. John Franklin, a Belle Plaine 
alumnus, was the man who suggested Herky. 


Since his birth over 50 years ago, Herky has symbolized lowa athletics and 
epitomized University life. He even donned a military uniform during the Korean 
War and became the insignia of the 124th Fighter Squadron. 


During the mid-1950s Herky came to life at a football game as the lowa mascot. 
Since then Herky has been a familiar figure at lowa athletic events. ;

his program to.a regular season and postseason ttle the ast 
three seasons, while averaging better than 25 wins pet year. It's 
that type of success McCaffery expects to bring to lowa City. 


This season McCaffery and his Hawheye team will face the 


challenge ofa strong schedule, eager to mect the challenge with 


an enthusiastic, aggressive and attacking style of basketball at 
both ends ofthe court 


{expect our players to give their maximum effort every day,” 
sald McCaffery. “Hawkeye fans can expect to see a team that 
‘competes every possession, understands how to play together 
and has an attack mentality. We are going to press and run, 
attack the rim on offense and attack teams with our changing 
defenses. Alk-n-all it willbe a fun team to watch. We havea 
sclid core of talented players who can compete inthis league.”

lowa’s fortunes for the upcoming season will rest on four 
returning starters from last season, including junior guard Matt 
Gatens (6-5, 210), who led the team in scoring and ranked 
‘second in assists and steals, while earning honorable mention 
all-Big Ten accolades. Gatens started all 32 contests, averaging 
12.3 points and amassed 105 assists and 29 steals. Now an 
Lupperclassman and co-captain, McCaffery eyes Gatens as one of 
the team leaders and wants to change his offensive approach. 


“Matt understands that his role this year wil bein a leadership 
capacity; said McCaffery. “I want him to bea player who 
consistently puts points on the board and consistently is 
aggressive offensively” 


Matt Gatens led the Hawkeyes in scoring (12.3) and ranked second in assists (105) and steals (29) a year ago. 


The other three returning starters include senior center Jarryd 
Cole (6-7, 250) and sophomore point guard Cully Payne (6-1 
190) and sophomore forward Eric May (6-5, 220). Cele enters 
his last year as a Hawkeye as the only senior on the roster. Cole 
was another Hawkeye who started all 32 games a year ago, 
averaging 8.1 points and 5.2 rebounds per contest. A co-captain 
for the third consecutive season, McCaffery has been impressed 
‘with Cole and believes he is primed to finish his Hawkeye career 
‘on a high note. 


“Janryds pesitive attitude, persenality and his love for this 
institution has been something that | continually have been 
impressed with,’ said McCaffery. “Nothing seems to deter his 
confidence and his positive outlook. Hes the type of person, as 
captain, that when he speaks, the players listen. He's been 
through a lot and understands what this league’ all about.” 


Two of the Big Tens most exciting and talented freshmen from 
year ago return for their sophomore campaigns. May and 
Payne were recognized on the Big Ten all-Freshman team by 


Sporting News. May was also recognized on the conference's 
allfreshman squad. Both posted impressive numbers as rookies, 
contributing immediately. McCaffery believes they are two of 
the centerpieces to build the program around. 


“Not only ae Cully and Eric really ood players, they are 
tervificpecple” said McCaffery. “They are true team-oriented 
individuals end incredibly hard workers. In so many ways, they 
are ambassadors ofthe program. [believe the bests yet to 
come for both of them.”

He blocked ¢ team and Big Ten freshman-best 26 shots, 
becoming low’ frst rookie to lead the team in blocks since 
Fyan Bowen in 1995. McCaffery praised Mays defensive talents, 
‘competitiveness and explosiveness and sees improvernent in 
other areas.

Payne was the only Big Ten freshman starter at point quard last 
season, starting al 32 contests. He became only the fourth 
Hawkeye rockie to lead the team in assists since 1974-75.

Coach Fran McCaffery. McCaffery has assembled 
‘one of the most experienced coaching staffs in 

the country. Kirk Speraw, Sherman Dillard and 
‘Andrew Francis have over six decades of combined 
coaching experience. Also, former Hawkeye 
standout and professional basketball player Ryan 
Bowen has joined the staff as video coordinator and 
administrative assistant. 


Fran McCaffery, who was tabbed the 2010 NABC 
District | Coach of the Year, is the only new head 
coach in the Big Ten this year. McCaffery has been 
involved with Division | collegiate basketball for 32 
years; 28 as ahead and assistant coach and four asa 
player at Wake Forest and Penn. McCaffery led Siena 
to three straight regular season titles and NCAA 
Tournament appearances. In doing so, Siena became 
the only program in the nation to win its regular 
season and postseason title the last three years. 
McCaffery’s Siena teams averaged over 24 victories 
the last four years. 


Assistant Kirk Speraw is a former Hawkeye, who was 
amember of the 1978-79 lowa team that won 20 
games and a Big Ten title. Speraw has over 30 years 
of coaching experience, including head coaching 
stops at Central Florida and Pensacola Junior College. 


Assistant Sherman Dillard has over two decades of 
coaching experience, serving as a college assistant 
or head coach for 25 years. He served as an assistant 
at Maryland, California and Georgia Tech.

SEASON REVIEW 


HAWKEYES FINISH NINTH IN BIG TEN 

lowa ended its 2009-10 season with a 10-22 record and a 4-14 mark in conference play. The 
Hawheyes tied Indiana for ninth place in the Big Ten standings, but defeated the Hoosiers twice to 
earn the tlebreaker and ninth seed atthe Big Ten Tournament. 


lowa's roster was dominated by underclassmen, with 2 majority of the youngsters seeing game 
action, In fact, 81% of lowa’ offense in 2009-10 was generated by freshmen and sophomores 
Freshmen Eric May and Cully Payne were asked to log significant minutes and contribute. The 
cduo were named to the five-member all-Big Ten freshman team by Sporting News. Nay was also 
recognized on the Big Ten Conference’ all-reshman squad 


lowa's schedule, again, proved to be demanding, ranking 57th in the nationin strength of schedule. 
Eighteen of lowes 32 games were against teams that advanced to postseason play, including 11 
contests against teams that advanced to the NCAA Tournament. Overall, 12 of lowa’s 23 opponents 
played in the postseason, seven in the NCAA Tournament, fourin the NIT and onein the CB. 


lowa swept its seascn series against Indiana, marking the third time the Hawkeyes accomplished 
that feat since the 1997-98 campaign. lowa also notched Big Ten victories over Northwestern and 
Penn State at home. lowa had near-misses against Michigan (two points in overtime) and Virginia 
Tech (six pints). 


Sophomore Matt Gatens led the team in scoring at 12.3 points per game and was named honorable 
‘mention al Big Ten by league coaches. Also earning honorable mention accolades wes Aaron Fuller. 


Gatens, Payne and junior Jarryd Cole were the only Hawkeyes to start all 32 games. Payne was the 
only freshman Big Ten starting point guard and finished his campaign with 122 assists, the third 
mostby a Hawkeye rookie in a single-season, 


Looking ahead, lowa's non-conference slate in 2010 will again feature three in-state rivals, along 
with a road game in the Big Ten/ACC Challenge, lowa wil also participate in the Paradise arm (Nov. 
19-22), which includes Yavier, Gemson, Seton Hall, ong Beach State, Alabama, Old Dominion and 
St. Peter’. 


MCCAFFERY NAMED IOWA'S NEW HEAD COACH 

Fran McCaffery was named the University of lowa’s 22nd head men’s basketball coach March 29, 
2010. McCaffery, 50, comes to lowe efter spending five successful seasons at Siena. He hes served 
a5 ahead coach for 14 seasons, posting a 251-177 (.586) career record. 


McCaffery’ five years at Siena have been the best in its 70-year history. He led the Saints on an 
incredible run that ended with three straight Metro Atlantic Athletic Conference championships and 
NCAA Tournament appearances. in so doing, Siena became the only program in the country to win 
its teqular season and postseason title the lat three yeats 


McCafferys Saints owned a 112-51 record in his five yeas with the program. After orchestrating 
the fifth greatest tumaround in Division | play his ist yea, McCaffery led Siena to a 20-win season 
and a MAAC Championship game appearance in his second. In 2007-08, Siena took its biggest step 
forward under his direction, earning the MAAC veguler-season and tournament championship, as 
Well as an NCAA Tournament first round win over Vanderbilt. In 2008-09, Siena repeated the feat, 
Winning the regular-season tile outright before capturing the tournament ciown. The Saints went 
(on to defeat Oho State 74-72 in double overtime in one ofthe tournament’ most exciting games. 


Last season, McCaffery led Siena to its fourth straight 20-win season, something never before 
achieved in program history. Siena ran away with the league title, clinching the No.1 seed in the 
toumament on Feb. 8 with four conference games remaining. The Saints came from behind in each 
of their three MAAC Tournament games, culminating witha 72-65 overtime win against fairild in 
the MAAC Championship. Siena’ bid fora third consecutive NCAA Tournament first round victory 
was ended by Na. 4 seed Purduein Spokane, Wash. Down 15 points with five minutes let, the Saints 
felled to within three points with one minute remaining, but eventually fll 72-64. For his efiorts, 
he was named the NABC District | Coach ofthe Year. 


The 2009 MAAC Coach ofthe Year the third winningest coach, by percentage, In league history (68- 
22,756). Heis the only coach to guide a MAAC program to two NCAA Tourament wins. 


Prior to Siena, McCaffery was the head coach at UNC-Greensboro for six seasons (1989-06), posting a 
90-87 (.508) record. He was an assistant coach at Notre Dame for 11 years (1988-99) before stating 
his head coaching career at Lehigh (1985-88), where he was 49-40 (551). At26, McCaffery was the 
nation’ youngest Division head coach when hired by Lehigh in 1985. 


1OWATIP-INS 

+ Matt Gatens scored in double figures a team-best 20 times, followed by Aaron Fuller (14) and 
Fric May (10). Gatens has netted 10 points or more 41 times in his careet. Furthermore, Gatens 
poured in 20 points or more six times in 2009-10. 


+ Gully Payne averaged 4.4 assists in lowas last eight contests, dshing out six each against 
‘Northwestem and Purdue and a career-best seven vs. Michigan and at Minnesota. 


Jowa was 9-2 when leading at the half, 1-18 when tralling and 0-2 when tied at halftime, 
Additionally, the Hawkeyes were 10-5 when recording more assists and 9-2 when having a 
higher field goal percentage than their opponents 


+ lowa was 6-3 when scoring 70 points or more, while it was 0-10 when allowing over 70 points, 


+ lowa was 9-5 when it attempted more free throws than its opponent, while the Hawkeyes were 
0-16 when the opposition visited the charity stripe more. 


+ Eighty-two percent of lowa’s offense was generated by underclassmen (1,580 of 1,937 points). 
The Hawkeyes had only one seror (Devan Bawinkel) and one junior (Jrryd Cole that saw time 
nthe court. Junior transfer Devon Archie was sideline with an injury and reéshirted, 


+ lowa ranked 20th in the nation in fewest fouls per contest (15.8) and 54th in 3-pointers made 
(7.5). 


HAWKEYES EARN ALL-BIG TEN RECOGNITION 
Sophomores Aaron Fuller and Matt Gatens and freshman Eric May earned Big Ten postseason 
accolades. 


Fuller (6-6, 230) and Gatens (6-5, 225) were both named honorable mention all-Big Ten by the 
league coaches. May (6-5, 225) was named to the league’ five-member all-freshman team, which 
{is selected by the conference coaches. 


Gatens, who led lowa with four 20-point games in 2009-10, was one of three Hawkeyes to start all 
31 games. The lowa City native was lowas leading overall scorer (12.4), 3-point (58-of-172) and 
free throw (83-of-100) shooter. He also ranked second in team assists (101) and steals (27). Gatens 
ranked third in Big Ten minutes played (36 7) and fee throw percentage (.830), ninth in 3-pointers 
(1.9), and 12th in assists (3.3) and assist/turmover rato (1.2). 


May started 23 of the last 25 games, induding the last 20 asa rookie, The native of Dubuque, 1A, 
ranked first amongst his Big Ten classmates in steal (19), blocks (17) and minutes (34 2, second in 
rebounding (46) and fourth in scoring (9.2), in conference games orly.

Junior center Jamryd Cole (6-7, 250) was also honored as part of the Big Ten all-conference teams, 
eaming owe'sBigTen Spcrtsmanship Award, One member of each Bg Ten teamis recognized with 
the Sportsmanship Award atthe condusion ofeach season, Cole started all31 games averaging 8.2 
points and 5.1 rebounds per contest

Eric May and Cully Payne were named to the Big Ten Al-Freshman team by Sporting News. May and 
Payne joined Ilincis DJ. Richardson, Indiana’s Christian Watford and Northwesterns Drew Crawford 
‘onthe team. 


May was aso recognized on the Big Ten Conference’ All-freshman team. He led league rookies in 
steals, blocks and minutes played, end second in rebounding, 


Payne (6-1, 190) started all 32 games, directing the Hawkeye offense. He was the only starting 
freshman point guard in the league in 2009-10. Payne ranked sixth in Big en assist (3.8), the most 
of any league freshman. He amassed 122 assists, which are the third most in a single-season by a 
Hawkeye rockie.
